The Supreme Court Monday de­ 
clared that un auto driver intend­ 
ing to cross a railroad track must 
stop, look and listen, and that if 
he fails to do this, and finds him­ 
self disputing the right of way 
with a fast train, his heirs can­ 
not collect damages from the rail­ 
road. 
This decision will have wide­ 
spread effect. 
From the point of 
view of the railroads it is the 
most important finding made by 
the court for a long time. 
Nathan Goodman was driving 
a truck when killed in collision 
with a B. A* (). train at Whitfield, 
Ohio. The view of the tracks was 
so obstructed by buildings and 
otherwise that an approaching 
train could not In* seen more than 
20 feet back from the rails. 
The trial court gave a verdict 
for the widow, which was upheld 
by the U. S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals. 
The Supreme Court has 
reversed that verdict. 
Justice 
Holmes, in delivering the opinion, 
said: 
Knows \\ here He’© Going 
“ When a man goes upon a rail­ 
road track, lie knows that he goes 
to a place where he will be killed 
if a train comes upon him before 
he is clear of the 
track. 
He 
knows that he must stop for the 
train, not the train stop for him. 
“In 
such 
circumstances, 
it 
seems to us, that if a driver can­ 
not he sure otherwise whether a 
train is dangerously near, he must 
stop and get out of his vehicle, 
although obviously he will not 
often be required to do more than 
to stop and look. 
“It seems to us thut if he re­ 
lies upon not hearing the train 
or any 
signal, and 
takes 
no 
further precaution, he does so at 
his own risk. 
“We are dealing with a stand­ 
ard of conduct, and 
when the 
standard is clear, it should be 
laid down, once for all, by th.* 
courts.” 
This decision, while of imme­ 
diate benefit to the railroads, is 
certain to speed up t movement, 
now proceeding slowly, of elimi­ 
nation of all railroad crossings :tt 
highway 
grade. 
With 
motor 
travel 
ever 
increasing, 
public 
opinion will not permit a private 
corporation to usurp what is gen­ 
erally regarded as the rights of 
the public in 
interfering 
with 
highway traffic. 
With decisions 
such us the above, favorable to 
the railroads, the railroads will 
merely have to hasten the pro­ 
gram 
of 
grade 
crossing

money the railroads save iii evad­
